BonBce from India—Something About 
a SttTaee1* Jewell und UU targe Es- 
cort—His Treatment of Americana. 


There was great stir and excitement 


among the passengers of the steamship 
Bewa when we heard at Madras that his 
highness, the maharajah (great king) of 
Vi/,ianagram was coming on board on,r 
steamer with sixty attendants, bound for 
Calcutta. 


We were also told that his highness had 


paid several thousand rupees to the steam- 
ship company to have the bteamer slopped 
for three hours the first night, on which 
there wns to be «tn eclipse of the moon, 
this being an event of very great import- 
ance to Hindoos, who celebrate It with 
many ancient nnd curious ceremonies. 


Now the Maharajah of Vixlanagnim Is 


one of the richest mid most important of 
the native princes of India, HO we were all 
delighted at tho prospect of seeing him, 
and crowded round the gangway all the 
morning, neglecting for once the luxurious 
Anglo-Indian deck sofas, and even lunch- 
eon itself, so anxious were we to catch the 
llrst glimpse of the famous maharajah. 


But like all eastern magnates, he evi- 


dently liked style, for it was long after the 
appointed time that the guns were at last' 
fired from the fort announcing his depart- 
ure from Madras, and the royal boats were 
seen coming from the shore. 


KOYALTY ON ITS TRAVELS. 


We were not disappointed, for when the 


maharajah himself stepped on deck we all 
thought we had never seen such a hand- 
some man.

Drinking Water and Lead Poisoning. 
Tho appearance of one or two cases of 


supposed lead poisoning in this city, gen- 
erally credited with having tha finest water 
supply in the kingdom, boa reopened tho 
whole question of the action of Loch Kaf 
trine water on lend. The popular idea, 
firmly held for a long time, has been that, 
though the water might have some slight 
action on new pipes, this ceases after a 
short period of use by reason of the forma- 
tion of a protective coating. 


No less an authority than Dr. E. J. Mills 


now says that this is a pure delusion, and 
asserts that lead pipes and cisterns never 
cease to act on the Loch water, and fur- 
thermore, that the coating, in which, the 
citizens have hitherto placed their faith. Is 
not Insoluble, but is taken up by the water 
to an easily recognised extent. 
Professor 
Dittmar, who has also devoted consider- 
able attention to the matter, appears to 
have more faith in the coating. 


He considers that the inner surface of a 


lead pipe which has conveyed soft water 
for a time undergoes a change, in virtue of 
which it becomes, In a relative sense, proof, 
against the action of water, but adds that 
its liability to be dissolved by water con- 
taining air, as all natural waters do, never 
ceases absolutely. 


Generally speaking, his conclusions are 


that water for drinking and culinary pur- 
posiis should not be stored in lead cisterns, 
but that there is no danger iu using water

One class of Mexican buildings there hi 


whereof, save only at night, the doora never 
are closed—the churches. From dawn un- 
til darkness conies again the church doors 
stand open, and whoever will may enter to 
seek solace in prayer. Though less than in 
the period preceding the passage of the 
laws of reform—which swept away at a 
single blow the priestly rule thnt uuderr 
mined the civil power—the church is aq 
active part of Mexican daily life. Going to 
church la not an office fixed for a small 
part of a single day in the week and cele- 
brated only in garments of price; every 
day and all day long there is a constant 
flow and ebb of humanity through the 
friendly open doors to and from the friend- 
ly shelter from the sorrows of the world. 


In the very early morning working peo- 


ple—cargadores and aguadores and such 
like humble folk—surrender a few min- 
utes of their working time that they may 
begin their day with prayer. A little latei 
come the house servants on their way home 
from market, bringing their market bas, 
kets with them, nnd usually having in 
their Wake a little dog, whose decorous 
gravity suggests the possibility that in 
these early devotions he also haa a share. 
At 8 o'clock the moss is celebrated, wherj 
the women of the upper classes—the men 
are conspicuous by their absence—throng 
the churches; a.nd thereafter, being clad in 
black and wearing lace mantillas, 'add 
greatly to the plcturesquentsa of the streets 
as they go homeward. 


Then come the venders of milk and vege- 


tables And poultry and wood and charcoal 
and other household supplies—country 
people who wish to make their sacrifice oi 
prayer before daring forth from the city, 
nnd who, if they have had luck in thelt 
small cheatings, may be disposed also to' 
thanksgiving. 
Even on a Sunday—the 


only day that he would be sure of finding 
the doors open—a charcoal seller would 
not be encouraged to hitch his donkey to a1 
lamp post in front of a fashionable church 
In i»ew York, and thereafter to enter the 
cnurch and say his prayjrs.

Pliospliorui Produced by Electricity. 
The large and increasing demand for 


phosphorus, not only for the manufacture 
of matches, but for its subsidiary applica- 
tions tn the organic syntheses which form 
one branch of modern chemical industry, 
and in the production of many of the phos- 
phor alloys that have recently coine into 
vof;ne, has made the question of its eco- 
nomical production of much commercial 
Importance,as well osof technical interest. 
In the method of manufacture at present 
generally employed, the chief cost lies lese 
in the raw materials than 1n that of the 
plant and labor necessary for the produc- 
tion of phosphorus from them. Electricity 
has been .introduced into this process with 
increased yield and decreased cost. 


The new process is quite simple, con- 


sisting merely in feeding in the raw ma- 
terials, passing the current between suit- 
able electrodes, and collecting and condens- 
ing the valorized phosphorus in the usual 
way. When it is remembered that for- 
merly mineral phosphates had to be treated

He always ma rebec 
at the head of the regiment, and could dis 
tmgutsn the trumpets of the Eighth from 
those of any other corps. It is said thnt he 
was particularly partial to the air of "Gar 
ryowen," always pricking his ears when 
the baud struck up the national tune.

America's Oldent Masonic Lodge. 


The Pennsylvania Gazette of December 


6, 1730, contains the earliest printed notice 
of Free and Accepted Masons iu America. 
In November, 1754, Mr. Henry Bell, at that 
time residing in Lancaster, Pa., wrote to 
Dr. Thomas Cadwallader, of Philadelphia, 
as follows: "As you well know, I was one 
of the originators of the first Masonic lodge 
in Philadelphia. A party of us used to 
meet at the Tuu tavern, in Water street, 
and opened a lodge thera Once in the fall 
of 1730 we formed a design of obtaining a 
charter for a regular lodge, nnd made ap- 
plication to the grand lodge of England 
for one, but before receiving it we heard 
that Daniel Coxe, of New Jersey, had been 
appointed by that grand lodge as provin- 
cial grand master of New York, New Jer- 
sey and Pennsylvania. We therefore made 
application to him and our request waa 
granted." 


When Benjamin Franklin succeeded 


Humphrey Murray, iu 1733, as worshipful 
master, he was the editor and printer of 
the Pennsylvania Gazette, aud tho fol- 
lowing announcement appeared in the 
columns of his own nHWRnnnoi-- "Pl-.u»r7(o. 
phia, June 27, 1TM.—Monday lost a grand 
lodge of the Ancient and Honorable Society 
of Free aud Accepted Masons was held at 
tha Tun tavern, on Water street, when 
Benjamin Franklin, being elected gram 
master for the year ensuing, appointee 
John Capp to be his deputy, and James 
Hamilton, Esq., and Thomas Hopkinson 
Gent were chosen wardens. After which 
a very elegant entertainment was provided, 
and the proprietor, Thomas Peim, the gov- 
ernor aad several other persons of distinc- 
tion bonored the society with their pres- 
ence." This paragraph was reprinted in 
several of the London papers at thut time. 
—Philadelphia Press.

SOCIETY NOTKS. 


DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


What proved to be the most de- 


structive fire which has occurred in 
this vicinity foi years, took place this 
morning, the large 
sash works and 


p'aning mill of Sherman & Peirce be- 
ing entirely consumed by the flames. 


The (ire was first discovered at about 


3.30 o'clock by Michael Banuon, the 
night watchman at Wilson & Fenimore 
Co.'s paper mill. The whistles of the 
various mills announced the fact of the 
conflagration and Policeman Tice, who 
was in the vicinity, hastened to No. 1 
engine house and gave tbe alarm Inure. 


The firemen responded 
promptly 


with their apparatus and soon bad eight 
plug streams playing upon the flames, 
the engine of No. 1 not being in ef- 
ficient condition. 


The fire was undoubtedly of inceo- 


diary origin, Having started in the 
front of the main building at quite a 
distance from the engine room. 
The 


fire had evidently been started in sev- 
eral places as the flames burst out 
simu'.taueously from a 
number of 


places. It was impossible to prevent 
the ravages o( the fire in the main 
building and the efforts of the firemen 
were devoted to preventing its spread- 
ing to the larga stock of lumber in the 
sheds and the adjoining buildings. Tbe 
shop of Charles Matthews, wheelwright 
and carriage builder, caught fire and 
was damaged to the extent of $500, 
about half of which sum was covered 
by insurance. 


The stock room, drying and finishing 


rooms of Sherman & Peirco's building, 
with their contents of sash, engraving 
boards, etc , B ere entirely consumed, 
which, together with the machinery 
which was valued at $7,000, made an 
aggregate loss of about $20,000, which 
is only insured for the sum of $8,750, 
distributed arrong the following com- 
panies: Phceaix, of London, Queen, 
North America, State of Pennsylvania, 
Lebanon, Pennsylvania Fire, Mechan- 
ic's, 
Neptune, America, Fireman's, 


Spring Garden and North British. A 
number of va'uable books and papers 
were saved from the fire. 


Several streams of water played upon 


the smouldering mass for a number of 
hours after tho fire had been subdued, 
in order to prevent its breaking out 
again. The questionable diversion of 
turning the liose upon other firemen 
was resorted to by "Billy" Holt, a 
practice which can not be too severely 
condemned.

A NOHLE EXILE'S DEATH. 


T1IU CHECKERED CARK15H OF 
COUNT 


SlfcUFKlJii) VON roitSTJNiill 


COMES TO AN JIND. 


There was a louely little funeral in 


Bristol last Saturday and in an un- 
marked grave in the Episcopal Ccme- 
tory wis placed tlio body of Mnjor 
Count Siegfried Von Forstner, a dis- 
tinguished officer of the Uuion Army, 
a scion of the noble family of his name 
of Germany and an exilefrom his native 
country. 
Not a mourner followed his 


body from the train and not a tear was 
shed when his body was lowered into 
the grave. 


And yet he had been a handsome, 


dashing, cultivated gentleman who 
once counted his friends by the iegion. 


Shortly after the outbreak of the 


Civil War, Count Von Forstner came 
to New York, preceded by the fame of 
having been concerned in a plot to 
overturn the Imperil 
Government. 


For this he had been exiled. His 
father was one of the high nobles of the 
empire and promptly disinherited his 
son for what he considered bis treason. 
The Count was a second son and the 
best loved of his mother, who gave him 
about $20,000 of her own fortune when 
he left Germany. 


When the Count reached New York 


he was cordially received by the best 
German families of the metropolis, and 
was immediately launched in society. 
At the same time he immediately 
launched himself on a career of de- 
bauchery, which soon brought him into 
disrepute with those who had welcomed 


him. 


A ROMANTIC ATTACMJHSNT. 


Before this time, however, he met 


Miss Mary A. Early, of Bristol, the 
beautiful young daughter of William 
Early, proprietor of the Railroad 
Hotel, and immediately fell in love 
with her. 
They met at a ball in New 


York, and he followed her to Bristol. 
The girl returned his affection, and 
while the father opposed the match the 
mother favored it, and they were mar- 
ried. At a dinner that followed the 
wedding in New York the wine bill 
alone amounted to $1500. 


The dissipation and prodigality .of 


of the Count soon used up the money 
given him by his mother. 
Then came 


the call for troops, and the Count join- 
ed in recruiting a regiment of cavalry 
in and around Trenton. 
A regiment 


of about 900 men was formed and the 
Count was appointed major. 
His wife 


had returned to Bristol, and when the 
Count marched through that town at 


e front of the command almost every 


house was decorated, and the Count 
received an ovation, especially wben 
he passed the Railroad Hotel. 
The 


regiment remained in camp 
below 


Bristol for some time and then march- 
ed to the front. 


During the war Major Von Forstner 


is said to have fought and worked with 
signal bravery and ability. For a time 
he was attached to the staff of General 
McClellan as engineer, and drew the 
maps for the battle of the Wilderness. 
At the close of the war he returned to 
New York. 
He had been educated as 


a civil engineer and adopted that as his 
profession when confronted with the 
necessity of making his own living. 
He secured a position as engineer on 
the construction staff of the Erie 
Canal, bu! soon lost it on account of 
his habits. 
He secured several good 


appointments, amo»g others as one of 
the engineers ou the construction of 
the elevated roads in New York, but 
these went like the first. 


INSANE THROUGH DIUNK. 


Pour years ago he is said to have 


become insane through drink, and was 
sent to an asxluin near New York, 
where he remained until his death last 
week. 
The immediate cause of death 


is said to have been heart disease. 
Undertaker Brelsford, of Bristol, re- 
ceived despatches from New York in- 
structing him to receive the body of 
Major Von Forstuer and bury it as 
cheaply as possible and the bill would 
be paid by the Masonic Board of Relief. 


Another despatch, signed by Mary A. 


Von Forstner, was received, instruct- 
ing the undertaker to place the body 
in the lot of her father, W illiam Early. 
Undertaker Brelsford and his assist- 
ants were the only ones at the inter- 
ment. Kate and William Doron are 
the ouly relatives of Countess Von 
Forstaer left in Bristol, The Countess 
Von Forstner has kept a boarding 
house in New York for the past five 
years.
